UPON the Heads of RETRENCUMENT, of IMerROviING

Upon theſe Heads the Receiver on his Part, and as far as 


he is concerned in the Receipt and TRYIN, begs to ent 


| the following Obſervations : 


It appears by the above Table of Receipt and Expenditure, 
that the ] Money come to his Hands, applicable to the Uſe- of 


the Police, has been greatly exceeded by the Payments he has 


made, and ill more by the whole Expenditure, ſo that he is 
greatly in Advance, and ſtill greatly in Debt. This 1 is Cauſed 


5 by the Allowance of Money being limited, and the Expendi— 


_ ture exceeding the Allowance, It appears that all the Offices, 
except Shadwell, exceed the / 2,000 per Annum; and that 
there is, beſides, a Head of Miſcellaneous Expenditure, for 


= which no 1 has been made in the Act of Parliament. 


The Treaſury holding itſelf reftrained by the Act from char ging 
more on the Conſolidated Fund than what, together with the 
Fees, will make the Sum of {2,000 per Annum for each 
Office, has not thought itſelf authorized to grant the Receiver 
that Relief which he has needed, at various Times, from the 
State of the Expenditure. . 


The Receiver, ſo cireumſtanced, has been unable to | keep 

up his Payments, and Actions have been brought againſt him, 
under a Notion that he is not merely a Paymaſter, liable only 
when Money comes to his Hands, but that he is held out by ; 
the Act of Parliament as the Perſon who contracts for the 
Expenditure of the Police; and all Work done, and Articles 
delivered, muſt be conſidered as Charges upon his Credit, 
and that he, therefore, is liable in all Caſes, whether he has | 
Money in Hand or not, Upon this Notion ſeveral Actions 
have been brought againſt him. There is only One now pending, 
which is for Work done by Order of the Magiſtrates at the 
Weſtminſter Office; in- this the Receiver had no perſonal 

_ Concern whatſoever, nor has any Money come to his Hands 

for the Payment of it, though he has applied for it to the 
Treaſury ; and he cannot, as he conceives, be conſidered as 
liable perſonally for this Demand, except by the Conſtruction 
above-mentioned. * 


When 
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When a Queſtion is put to the Receiver upon the IMPROVE- 
MENT OF CHECKS, and MAKING REGULATIONS in his 
Office, he hopes he may ſubmit, without Offence, that if the 


Juſtices are at Liberty to contratt ſuch Debts, the Receiver 


ought not to be perſonally liable for them, or he ought to be 
Tupplied with Money to defray them. 


The Receiver conceives, that the Deſign of las Office was, 


that he ſhould have a Check and Controul upon the Expen- 
diture of the Offices. He thinks this is implied by the Act 
of Parliament, which requires that he ſhall not be one of the. 
Juſtices ; which veſts in him the Houſes, the Furniture, and 
all other” Neceſſaries, purchaſed for the Uſe of the Police ; 5 
and which requires him to pay the Salaries, Expences, and 
Charges attending the Offices (Sett. 9.) But as it is not 
plainly expreſſed in the Att, and as no ſpecial Authority has 


been given to him for that Purpoſe, he has not preſumed to 


exerciſe it. Such an Authority is not wiſhed by him; but he 


hopes it will be thought juſt and right towards him, that while 
an Expenditure is permitted, which he has no Power to con- 
troul, but for which he is thus deemed reſponſible in Law, 
there ſhould be a Supply of Money t to enable him to defray | 
ſuch Demands as they ariſe, 


Por which Purpoſe he ſubmits, as a REGULATION, chat 
every Quarter or Half Year he ſhould be allowed to ſend in : 
10 tlie T reaſury an Eſtimate of what is due; and that Mone; 
ſhould be regularly iſſued for the Payment, in the ſame Man- 
ner as is now conſtantly done for the Public Office in Bow 
Street. In this nothing more is claimed than is already prac- 
| tiſed with regard to Bow STREET, where there is no other 
| Limit to the Expenditure than the Di iſcretion of the Fuſtices. 


But ſhould it ſeem proper ſill to confine the Seven Offices 


to the preſent Allowance of 2, ooo for each Office per An-

num, it is hoped by the Receiver, that ſome Regulation will 
be deviſed for his Protection, in Caſe of the actual e 
ture exceeding the Allowance. 


It ſhould be added, that the preſent Arrears are now under 
the Conſideration of the Lords of the Treaſury, and that, it 
is believed, Proviſion will ſoon be made for clearing them off.

This 
Office has no Fund of its own ; but the Expenſe is provided 
for in the Firſt Inſtance by an Impreſt from each of the 
Offices which it ſerves with Stationary, equal to Six Months 
of their reſpective Expenditure. | This Regulation Was ---- 
eſtabliſhed by T reaſury Minute of Auguſt 15th 1797 ; and 1 


it is to be regretted that it has not been ſtrictly adhered to, as 


appears in the Inſtances of the Secretary of State's Office 
and Exciſe; becauſe the Buſineſs of the Stationary Office, 
which is conducted in the Manner of common Trade, can 
only be carried forward with Advantage, upon the ſame 
Principles of obtaining a Competition amongſt thoſe who | 
5 furniſh the Articles in Which it deals.

ſumed to the Amount of £20,479 per Annum on an Ave- 
rage of Three Years *; in the Year ending October 10th, 
1796, it was £17,437 3 in that ending October 1oth, 1797. 
it was £24,707: The Conſumption of thoſe which have 
been ſupplied ſince the Commencement of that Period is 
eſtimated at about £16,000 a Year: And yet the total Im- 
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preſt for eſtabliſhing the Fund on which the Supply of their 

Stationary is to be founded, amounts at preſent only to 
£13,971. To theſe. Circumſtances the Attention of the 
Lords of the Treaſury will be necetlary from Time to 
Time. 


95 Patent i is ſtill in Force for fapph ying ; Stationary to the 
Paſtmaſter General, Secretary at War, Treaſurer of the 
Navy, Commiſſioners of Stamps, and Part of the Exciſe 
Duties (Hides, Skins, &c.) which will expire January 25th, 
1800 *.

The Coſt of 


the Purchaſe might be divided among the ſeveral Offices 

now ſerved by the Stationary Office in the Proportion in 
Which they are now charged for Rent and other Expenſes ; 

and as the Stock in the Warehouſes is of a conſiderable _ 


Value, and the Premiſes require material Additions and 


Alterations to enable the proper Officers to aſſort and preſerve 
the Stock in a ſuitable Manner, it ſeems to be no unne- 
ceſſary Part of the Inſtitution that the Premiſes ſhould 
belong to the Public. In eſtimating the Charge of the 
Stationary Office to the Public, the Intereſt of the Money 
impreſted to it from the different Offices ought not to be 


overlooked, and in Strictnelſs it ſhould be eſtimated according

with the Exception of any additional Yearly Sum which 
might be granted by His Majeſty, by Warrant under the

Exchequer, when appointed to that Office from the Bar of 
England; and excepting alfo the Sums iſſued in every Year 
for defraying the Expenſes of the Juſticiary Judges at their

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to be added, the HIGH CouRT OF ApMIRALTY, and Com- 
MISSSARY COURT, both of an ancient Eſtabliſhment, which 
appear to have. been ſupported until the Year 1787, without.

Officers having been paid wholly by Fees of various De- 
nominations, ariſing on the Buſineſs tranſacted in thoſe 
Courts. At that Period (by the Act cf 26 Geo. 3 c. 47.) 
a Salary of £400 per Annum was fettled on the Judge of 
the Admiralty Court, and a Salary of £100 per Annum on 
each of the Judges of the Commiſſary Court, in lieu of Fees 
then before received by them, and which were thenceforth 


to be aboliſhed ; except as to certain Allowances to the 


Judges of the Commiftary Court out of the Biſhops 
Rents, and their cuſtomary Dues on the Confirmation of 


RO eſtaments, and except alſo the cuſtomary Dues and Per- 


quiſites of the Clerks and Fiſcals, under the Name of 
Sentence Money, the aſcertaining and Regulation of which 
is left to the Judge and Judges of the ſaid Two Courts : 
And it is further by the faid Act provided, that no Perſon ſhall 
be appointed to the Office of the Judge of either of the faid 
Two Courts, unleſs he has, during Three Years immediately 
preceding his Appointment, attended the Court of Seſſion 


regularly and bond fide as a Practitioner in the Time of Seſſion. 


The new Salaries are expreſsly directed to be paid in the 


fame Form and on the ſame Eſtabliſhment as the Salaries of 


the Three Courts of Seſſion, Exchequer, and Juſticiary, had 
been paid by the Acts of the 7th and 1oth of Queen Anne, 
and 5 the Act of the 26th Geo. 3. c. 46. above recited. By 
the 6th of Anne, c. 6. it is provided that the Circvir 
Cours ſhall be held Twice in the Year, that is, in the 
Maonths of Aren or May, and in the Month of October. 


F rom the Time of paſſing the = above — Acts, 
the Salaries therein reſpectively mentioned have been charged

General, and the additional Charges attending the Juſticiary 
Court on the Circuits: And in particular by the Privy Seal 
of the 19th of June 1761 is ſet forth, the Authority given

ments, including not only ſuch as are ſtrictly connected with :

In reſpect to the Eſtabliſhments of the Courts of Seſſion, 


Juſticiary, and Exchequer, Your Committee are inclined to 


think, that the Salaries aſſigned to the Perlons who reipec- 
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tively fill the various important Situations of actual Buſineſs 
therein, are not greater, in general, than is neceſſary to ſup- 
port the Dignity of thoſe Stations: But Your Committee 
having no Return from the Court of Seſſion of the Contin- 
gencies and Incidents which accrue in that Court, or of the 
Fees of the Clerks and their Deputies, have not been able 
to aſcertain what are the other Emoluments of the ſeveral 
Officers of that Eſtabliſhment. It has been repreſented, 
| however, to Your Committee, that the Fees upon Extracts 
of Decreets obtained before this Court are extremely bur- 
thenſome to the Suitors, and that it would be highly benefi- 


cial to the Public, if ſome other Mode could be deviſed for 


providing an adequate Compenſation to the Clerks and their

the Public: But Your Committee remark, that the Lord 
Juſtice Clerk, and the Five other Judges of the Juſticiary 
Courts” are alſo Lords of Seſſion . | 


As + Matior e contetted - with the preſent Eſta- 

bliſhment of the Court of Seſſion, Your Committee think it 
their Duty to obſerve, that the Stock of that Court amount- 
ing, as above ſtated, to the Sum of £23,835, and which 
was paid over on the 5th of April 1787, to the then Receiver 
General of the Land Rents in Scotland, agreeably to the 
Directions of the Act of the 26th of the preſent King, c. 46, 
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jn order to be by him remitted to the Exchequer in Eng- 
land, for the Uſe of the Public;“ had continued in his

ments of theſe Offices are enhanced conſiderably by Fees ;

abſolutely for Life, and Two of them for Lite or during 
good Behaviour.

64. in the Pound) is executed by a Deputy, 
who has a Subſtitute likewiſe under him: To theſe Offices 
are added the principal Clerk or Writer, appointed by the 
Lord Keeper of the Privy Seal for Life in 1795; and a De- 


puty Writer, who has his Appointment from the principal 
Clerk; The Inferior Officers of the Privy Seal are paid 


| Wholly by Fees, a very ſmall Portion of which accrues to the 
Lord Keeper beſides his Salary. The Average of the Fees 
received by the principal Clerk, for the Three laſt Years, 
appears to have been £218.

the valuable Depoſits in his Hands are preſerved and arranged 


with that Fidelity and Care which the great Intereſts con- 


nected with them ſo. eſſentially require. Whether theſe I 
Ohpjects are likely to be inſured where the practical Duties of 


the Office are performed by Deputy, and at a Diſtance from 
the immediate Controul of the Principal, Your Commit tec 
think may deſerve Conſideration. Much, it is true, may 
be done in Matters of this Sort, by diftin& and ſalutary 


Directions proceeding from the Principal, upon the Reports 


made to him from Time to Time by his Deputies, and by the 
perſonal Reſponſibility of a high and reſpectable Character. 


As an Evidence that this Office has been conſidered of the 
greateſt Importance, and the Objects connected with it de- 
ſerving the Public Protection, Your Committee obſerve, that 
it has been thought right to appropriate the Annual Sum of 


oo, chargeable on the Funds provided for the Civil Eſta- 


bliſhment of Scotland, for the Support and Preſervation of 


the Regiſter's Office.

128. per Annum ; Your 
Committee think it neceſſary to ſupply an Omiſſion i in the

Signet are ſet forth. This Office, however proper to be 
maintained on Account of ſome of the Duties belonging to 
it, is ſubject to all the Obſervations which apply to Offices 
executed by Deputy, and to the general Reaſons which may 
exiſt for their Continuance, grounded on political and other 
Mäotives, to which, in the Courſe of their Inquiries, Vour 
Committee have repeatedly referred. The Commiſſion,

It will be obſerved, that in the Inftrument under which 
the Charges of the Civil Eſtabliſnment in Sc otland are at 
preſent RY and allo in the Accounts * rendered from the 

5 Offices of Cosrous and Exc15E, and from the Sa Lr Office 
in Scotland; a Diſtinction is kept up between ſuch as are 

made on Account of the Three Courts,“ of Seſſion, 

Juſticiary, and Exchequer (to which are now added the 
Expenſes of the Admiralty and Commiſſary Courts) and 

thoſe which have “ no relation thereto,” ſuch as Salaries, 

Penſions, and other Payments, of that Nature : That 

all theſe are paid either by Warrants from the Barons 

of the Exchequer in Scotland, by virtue of the general 

Authority given to them under that Inſtrument, or by 

the King's Authority under His Sign Manual, or by War- 

rant of the Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, from 
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Time to Time directed to the faid Barons; that the Reve- 
nues of Cuſtoms and Exciſe are ſpecially charged with the 
Maintenance of the Three ſuperior Courts; ind alſo of the 
Admiralty and Commiſſary Courts, by the ſeveral Acts 
already referred to; and that, as connected with the Admi- 
niſtration of Public Juſtice, and, as is ſtated, for Want of 
any other ſpecial Proviſion for the ſame, the Payments made 
to the Sheriff's Depute and the Sheriff's Subſtitute, have, 
ſince the Abolition of the Heretable Juriſdictions, been allo 


paid out of the ſame Revenues. In like Manner the Sum of

Crown in England by Rents of Lands, and for Fines of 


Leaſes of the fame, were given up to the Aggregate Fund, 
the Woods and Foreſts only. being retained ; whereas | in Scot- 
land all the Crown Rents and Caſualties of wh natever Deſcrip- 
tion were reſery ed: That in like Manner the Monies arifing to 
the Crown in England {rom the Poſt Fines were thrown into the 
Aggregate Fund: And the ſame Obſervation applies to the 
Monies arifing by Compoſitions 1 in the Exchequer, and Seizures 
of prohibited a And uncuſtomed Goods, and the Duty of Ton- 
nage and Poundage (commonly called The New Subſidy), 
and the Royal Share of Fines and Forfeitures ariſing in the 
Exciſe. Upon this laſt Point indeed, with reſpe& to Scot- 
land, the Son of Exciſe in Scotland have thought 
it neceſſary to take a legal Opinion, which, though it de- 


termines nothing as to the Policy of the Diſtinction itſelf

Your Committee have thought that it might have its Uſe 
to draw out a Compariſon of theſe two Accounts, and to 
ſhew in what particular Articles, and to what Extent on each,

Duty to ſtate, in the Way of a comparative Average, the 
Amount of the Sums Annually paid under the Warrants of the 
Barons of the E. xchequer 1 in Diſcharge of ſuch Fees Salaries, 
and Allowances, as have no Rclation to the Courts of 


Seſſion, Juſticiary, and Exchequer, but are equally charged 
on the Revenues of Cuſtoms and Exciſe. By an Account 
which has been tranſmitted to Your Committee from the 


0 Exchequer in Scotland, it appears that in the Eight Tears, 


from 1783 to 1790, both incluſive, there had been paid out 


of thoſe Revenues, under the Authority of ſuch Warrants, 


and on the Accounts ſo ſpecificd, the total Sum of 2 86, 509. 


25. 32d.; and that in the Seven Years, from 1791 to 1797 
both · incluſive, there had been paid in like Manner the Sum 
of £222,144. 115, 25d. being an Exceſs in the latter 
_ (though ſhorter) Period above the former, of no leſs a 
Sum than £35,625. 8s. 114.; which, upon a Compariſon 
of the Averages of the Two Periods, will be found to 
be an Annual Increaſe in the Charge of £4,454. 85. 74 d. 
Adverting to the great Increaſe of Penſions on the Civil 
Eſtabliſhment, and to the comparatively ſmall Duties per- 
formed by many of the Perſons holding ſome of the Offices 
above alluded to, Your Committee think it an Object well 
deſerving Conſideration, whether, inſtead of their being 
granted, as in ſome Inſtances they appear to have been, the 
Emoluments thereof ſhould not, on future Occaſions, and

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as Inſtances may offer, be applied in Favour of Perſons 
who may have diſtinguiſhed themſelves by great Public 
Services, or in Eaſe of the Funds applied to the Penſion 
Liſt, if the preſent Charges thereon, on a due Examination, 
ſhould be found neceſſary. 


In further Illuſtration of this Part of the Subject, Your 
Committee have alſo thought it proper, from the Materials 
which have been laid before them, to annex a Statement of 


the Sums drawn in the Year 1797, by Barons' Warrants, 


whether by Privy Seal or Sign Manual, towards the Support 
of the Eftabliſhment in Queſtion, the particular Funds on 
which ſuch Warrants were charged, diſtinguiſhing not only the 
general Public Revenues of Cuſtoms and Exciſe from thoſe 

which are reſerved to the excluſive Diſpoſal of the Crown, 
but alſo the Objects to which theſe Payments are applied, 


agreeably to that Diſcrimination which is made in the In- 
ſtrument under His Majeſty's Privy Seal before referred to.

+ Theſe together appear to have amounted, in the Year 1797,

Bounty, or Services of a mixed Nature. Among the for- 
mer are to be noticed the Sum of {1,000 to the Earl of 
Leven, as Commiſſioner to the General Aſſembly of the 
Church of Scotland, with an Addition of the Sum 00 L500 
mentioned in another Part of this Report, and charged on 
the General Revenues of Exciſe in Scotland; and a 
ſimilar Sum of {1,000 © to be diſtributed among Itinerant 
Preachers and Cathechiſts, in order to prevent the Growth 
of Popery and Ignorance in the Highlands.” But Your 
Committee are bound to remark, that Sums paid in the laſt 
Vears exceed the Receipt by the Sum of £803. 6s. 14. and 
that the Salary of {500 per Annum to the Chamberlain 
of the Lordſhip of Ettrick Foreſt, nearly equals the whole 
Receipt from that Fund, and that the various Expences 
attending the. Perception of the Biſhop's Tythes, come very . 
little ſhort of the Sums received on that Account; but it is not 
ſtated to Your Committee, what have been the Charges of 
Management, or Other Deductions made from theſe ſeveral 
F unds, een to the bringing forward the ſeveral Sums 


mentioned ; 
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mentioned in the Charge of the Receiver General under theſe 
Three Heads. 


Te Variety of important Matters here ſtated, appears in 
the Opinion of Your Committee to demand further Regula- 
tion, inaſmuch as there appears to be no preciſe Limitation 
either by the Civil Liſt Act, or by the Inftrument under the 
5 Privy Seal, in reſpect to the Extent to which theſe Warrants 
may be ified - and with whatever Accuracy the Accounts 
of the Revenues themſelves may be made up, or with what- 
ever Regularity the Balances may be remitted, there can be 
no actual Security to the Public that they will be productive 

to any certain Extent, as long as they may be anticipated at 
_ Pleaſure, on the Plea of their being mixed in the Receipt 
with other Revenues over which the Crown claims an excluſive 
and irreſponſible Controul. Your Committee think proper 
to obſerve, that they have received no diſtinct Return as to 
the actual Produce of any of the Revenues (tated to have 
been xeferved to the Crown, except of the New Subſidy for 
the Years 1795, 1796, and 1797, above referred to. But 


Your Committee obſerve, that it is ſaid in the Statement 


from the Barons of the Exchequer above referred to, that 
the Amount of the Revenues reſerved to the Crown for the 
Year ending the 1oth of October 1797, and including the 
Compoſitions in the Exchequer, and Seizures of prohibited 
and uncuſtomed Goods, had amounted to £24,551. 145. gd. 
Whether theſe Revenues bave increaſed ſince the Period of 
their Firſt Reſervation, and in what Degree, or what may 
have been their Average Amount for any given Number of 
Years, Your Committee have not been able to aſcertain, as 
the Whole of this Buſineſs is under the Direction of the 
Barons of the Exchequer in Scotland; and there are no 
Accounts of theſe Revenues in any Office in London. 
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WITH a View to the more clear Explanation of the 
Amount of the ſeveral Duties of Cuſtoms and Exciſe, as they 
are ſeverally applicable to the Public Services of both Parts 
of the united Kingdom, Your Committee have annexed to 
their Report * ſuch Accounts as have been laid before them, 
ſhewing the Produce for the Year 1797 of the Cuſtoms, Ex- 
ciſe, and Salt Duties in Scotland, the Charges to which they 
have been made fa ubject under the Warrants iſſued by the 
Barons of the Exchequer, to anſwer the ſeveral Objects of 
this Eſtabliſhment, or otherwiſe, and the Net Amount on 
each, as reſting under the Direction, or in the Hands of the 
reſpective Commiſſioners of each Department, or remitted to 
the Exchequer in England. By a Compariſon of theſe Re- 
venues, their Management and Appropriation, with thoſe of 
_ a ſimilar Denomination in Engiand, many Circumſtances may 
_ ſuggeſt themſelves worthy of the future Conſideration of the 
| Legiſlature, by which the general Revenues of the Country 
may be improved, and a more uniform Plan may be adopted, 
as well in their Appropriation to particular ſpecified Services, 


as in the more ſpeedy Remittance of Balances of every _ 


' Deſcription to the Exchequer, tree from thoſe Anticipations 
which tend to complicate the Account, and prevent Parha- 
ment from bringing clearly within its own View a complete,
